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The Showdown On The Waterfront 


The sepenevine | newspaper headlines about a “showdown” on 
the waterfront are not accidental or a mere craving for sensation. 
They represent the determination of the shipowners to launch 
their long-prepared attack on the maritime unions. The capital- 
ist press is attempting to confuse the issue and lay the basis for 
the attack with a barrage of provocative propaganda to “prepare 
the public mind” and justify the union-wrecking plans of the em- 
ployers, by making a distinction between “conservative,” “legiti- 
mate’’ unions, and “outlaw,” “radical” unions. 

CHRONICLE OUT-HEARSTS HEARST 

The San Francisco Chronicle is serving the shipowners nobly. 
Hearst should turn green with envy at the vicious red-baiting 
and frothing-at-the-mouth of his chief San Francisco rival, which 
is outdoing him in attempting to whip up anti-labor hysteria 
against the waterfront unions and their rank and file leaders. The 
Chronicle and the Hearst papers are deliberately inciting attacks 
on the unions in a manner which recalls the role of the capit- 
alist press during the 1934 strike, under the direction of the Hearst 
attorney, Neylan, in preparing for the fascist, vigilante attacks 
on San Francisco workers and their unions. 

WHAT IS THE ISSUE? 

The real issue, which the employers’ press hides behind cries 
of “mutiny” and the “red’’ scare, is one of supporting the East 
Coast strike of 2400 members of the International Seamen’s Union, 
involving 22 ships, for higher wages and better conditions. The 
I. S. U. officials signed an agreement which the membership never 
endorsed, and they are now striking for West Coast wages and 
conditions and have repudiated the agreement which their of- 
ficials signed without their sanction. 

The I. S. U. officials do not dare put the issue to a ref- 
erendum vote of the membership, as they were overwhelm- 
ingly defeated in meeting after meeting; instead the officials 
proceeded to break the strike by recruiting men from the Great 
Lakes, who went through the picket-lines and were given 
I. S. U. membership books. The crew of the S.S. Santa Rosa 
struck nearly 100 per cent in New York, and the present crew 
was declared scab by the N. Y. Strike Committee. 

The action of the West Coast maritime unions in refusing 
to handle cargo of a ship sailed by a scab crew, is in line with 
the policy of the Maritime Federation to support their striking 
brothers in other ports. 

EMPLOYERS SEEK “SHOWDOWN” 

The shipowners are seizing upon this issue for a fight to the 
finish against the waterfront unions. They have refused to nego- 
tiate a settlement of the strike with the crews on the East Coast. 
Instead they are turning their attention to San Francisco, where 
they hope to utilize “conservative” labor officials to split the unity 
and divide the ranks of the maritime workers. The employers could 
settle the issue today by negotiating a settlement with the East 
Coast crews now on strike. By refusing to do this, the respon- 
sibility for the “showdown” rests squarely on the shoulders of the 
shipowners.
